Elder Follet was one of those who bore 
the burden, in common with others of 
his brethren, in the daya when men's 
faith was put to the test. He was a na- 
tive of Vermont, and moved many year+ 
since into the State of Ohio. county of 
Cuyahoga. There, for the first timo he 
heard the gospel preached, and, like the 
Bareans of old, searched the scriptures 
to see if these things were so, regarding 
neither the scoffs nor threats of an oppo- 
sing and goinsaying world, he united 
with the Church of Jesus Christ of Lat- 
ter Day Sa‘nts. in the spring of 1831. 
aud has been a sharer io the afflictions 
through which the saints have passed 
from that time until the time of his deatb. 
He shared ir the violence of the Missour 
pursecutions; was cast into prison, anc 
endured many mooths imprisonment, and 
ufter long delay, odteined a trial on the 
charges preferred agvinst him, and hon- 
orably discharged, being acquitted of ali 
the crimes thet a band of wicked perse- 
cutors could charge him with- 

All the persecutions he endured only 
tended to strengthen his faith and confirm 
his hope; and he died as he had lived, re- 
joicing in the hope of future felicity.— 
Having uaited with the church in the for- 
ty-first year of his ages he filled up the 
prime of his life in the service of hi- 
God, and wert to rest in his fifty sixth 
year; being fifty five years seven month. 
and fourteen days old when he slept the 
sleep of deuth.

Instantaneous Death by the Bursting 
af one of the large to the 
U. States Ship, Princeton, of Secretary 
Upshur, Secretary Gilmer. Commodore 
and Virgil Mazcy, 

The National lotelligencer, of Tuesday, 
the 25th ult., contains the follo«'!ng met. 
ancholy intelligence, which will cast a 

loom over the whole Union: 

“In the whole course of our lives it 
has never fallen to our lot to announce to 
our readers more shockiag calamity — 
chocking in all its circumstances aad 
concomitants—-than that which occurred 
sn board the United States Ship Prince- 
ion, yesterday afternoon, whilst under 
way in the river Potomac, fourteen or 
fifteen miles below this city. 

Yesterdsy was the day appointed, by 
-he courtesy and huspitality of C:ptoin 
Stockton, Commander of the Princeton, 
for as visitors to this fine ship, 
(lying off Alexandria, ) a great number of 
guests, with their families, liberally and 
aumerously invited to spend the dey on 
board. The day was most favorable, and 
the comp8ny wis large and brilliant, of 
both sexe%; not less. probably. in number, 
than four hundred, among whom were 
the President of the United States, the 
heads of the several departments and their 
families. Ata proper hour after the ar. 
rival of the expected guests. the vessel 
yot under way and proceeded down ithe 
river, to some distande below Fort Wash- 
ington, During the pasage down, ono of 
the large Guns on board (carrying a ball 
of 225 pounds) was fired more th:o once, 
exhibiting the grea’ power and capacity 
of that formidabie weapon of war. 

Te ladies had partaken of a sumptuous 
repast; the gentlemen had sucereded them 
it the table, and some of them had lef) 
it; the vessel was on her reiuroa up the 
river, opposite to the fort, where Captain 
Stockton consented to fire another shut 
faom the same gua. around and near 
which, to observe its effeets, many per- 
sons had gathered, by no means so many 
as on similar dischirges, in the morning, 
the ladies who thea thronged the deck be- 
ing, on this fatal occasion, almost all 
sxetween decks, and out of the reach of 
harm, 

The gun was fired. The explo-ion 
was followed, before the smoke cleared a-

The Manufacture of Sugar.—la thie 
country, where art is prubably most per~ 
fect, requires much labor and ski!l- The 
process are 100 long for details in this 
p'ace, we therefore give only the out!ines- 
The reeds, when ripe, sre cut off 
at @ joint near the roots, and lice a few 
days t» ferment; the leaves are cleared 
and the stems tied in bundles and convey- 
ed by mules to the mill. This consists of 
three iron fluted cylinders placed hori- 
zontally or perpendicularly, closely fitted 
through which the reeds are passed twice, 
in order to ae all their juice. This 
runs intoa cistern and is drained from 
thence into the boiler, and immediately 
submitted to heat, with the addition of 
lime which imbibes the bair; it otherwise. 
becomes acid in a few minutes. The 
lime assists the separation of the feculent 
mutter ia the juice, and the heat is just 
sufficient to cause the impurities to collect 
on the surface to be skimmed off. “It is 
then conveyed into other boilers and a 
rapid boiling is produced, to evaporate the 
water and reduce the juice to a consisten- 
cy for granulation on cooling. It is then 
transferred to a wooden cooler or shallow 
trays where a part concretes into a crys. 
talized mass aad the molasses is con- 
ducted off- It is then put into 

with the lower head perforated with holes, 
and placed over a cistern, so that the mo- 
lasses may run throug’. The casks are 
then filled up with sugir and reported 
uoder the same of muscavado or raw su- 


gar. 

This is the state in which it is exported, 
but itis efien ground ever by grocers 
sod better fitted for sale- On some plan. 
tations the sugar is submitted to another 
process called claying, which is to place 
it, in tunnel ehaped moulds, as done in 
our sugar refineries, with the emall end 
downwards and the upper one covered 
with wet clay, the water of which soaks 
through the sugse and removes any re- 
maining molasses. This then is called 
clayed sugar, and is commonly divided, 
when taken from the mould, into three 
parts, the upper part being relatively the 
whitest rnd beet. 

The a of juice obtained in some 
milis is 10,000 gals. per day; but this and 
the amount ef sugar varies with the soil, 
c imate, quality ef the Com. 
monly every five gallons of juiee yield 
five or six pounds of sugar, and j: afford: 
ed by 100 full grown reeds. Tha fuel 
used in boiling is supplied by the drilled 
cane itself afier the juice is expressed 

The molasses thus drained off, and the 
uocrystehzable portion of the juice. is ex- 
ported fur domestic use, or with the skims 
mings, &c. is fermented and distilied into 
rum. In favorible seasons the treacle 
forms, a smail part. The 
‘mount of spirit produced from this is 
five or six gallons for every 100 weight 
of sugar.
